Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  the  Council  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1937. 

During  the  year,  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
was  lower  than  for  some  years  past.  Maternal  Mortality 
was  low  and  the  Infantile  death-rate  was  also  a low 
figure. 

I am  pleased  to  say  increasing  advantage  is  being  taken 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  especially  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  which  are  rapidly  increasing  in  numbers 
and  are  proving  of  great  value  to  the  prospective 
mothers. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
have  in  many  ways  increased. 

Dr.  Dilys  Stephens  was  appointed  in  the  place  of 
Dr.  Morgan  in  December  last. 

No  other  changes  took  place  in  the  Department  during 
the  year. 

For  the  support  afforded  me  by  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  Staff  of  my  Department  I offer  my  most 
grateful  thanks.

Social  Conditions. 

The  chief  and  only  industry  of  this  district,  which 
is  nominated  a distressed  one,  is  coal.  During  the  year, 
conditions  which  were  far  from  satisfactory  have  slowly 
improved,  but  there  is  still  a large  number  of  unemployed 
and  unemployable.  The  number  of  unemployed  in  the 
area  had  decreased  by  about  a third  of  what  it  stood  at 
on  1st  January,  1937. 

A large  number,  especially  of  the  younger  adults 
of  both  sexes,  have  emigrated  out  of  the  district  and  ob- 
tained employment  elsewhere.  It  seems  a pity  that  such 
should  be  the  case,  and  also  that  some  new  industry  could 
not  be  started  in  this  district. 

The  Council  and  other  Bodies  have  provided  a number 
of  open  spaces  for  recreation  in  the  district,  and  the  Council 
have  constructed  an  Open-Air  Swimming  Bath  in  Bargoed.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

The  general  sickness  rate  throughout  the  year  has 
not  been  high.  Infectious  Diseases  notified  have  been 
less  than  any  for  the  last  five  years. 

Regarding  children,  especially  those  attending  the 
Clinics,  the  general  condition  of  their  health  seems  to  be 
distinctly  better. 

Laboratory  Facilities.

The  Council  possess  two  efficient  Ambulances,  one 
used  exclusively  for  Infectious  Disease  and  the  other  used 
for  the  transport  of  accidents,  sudden  illnesses  and  com- 
plicated labour  cases.

(6)  Infectious  Disease. — There  are  no  provisions  for 
private  nursing.  All  cases  are  removed  to  Hospital. 

Hospitals  and  Clinics. 

[a)  (1)  The  Isolation  Hospital,  which  has  accommo- 
dation for  62  beds,  is  mainly  reserved  for  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric  Fever.  In  addition,  cases  of 
Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Puer- 
peral Fever,  etc.,  can  be  accommodated.  The  new  Cubicle 
Block  has  been  in  use  since  June,  and  is  proving  most 
useful — numerous  cases  have  been  nursed  in  it  to  the  great 
advantage  of  all  concerned. 


The  appointment  of  a Sister  to  act  as  Deputy  Matron  is, 
in  my  opinion,  necessary. 

(2)  The  Small  Pox  Hospital.  This  Hospital,  capable 
of  accommodating  36  patients,  consists  of  three  temporary 
huts,  and  is  situated  on  the  Gelligaer  Mountain.  This  is 
used,  at  times,  for  convalescent  Scarlet  Fever  cases. 

[h)  (I)  Tuberculosis.  All  cases  and  Hospital  accommo- 
dation are  under  the  control  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial. 

(2)  Maternity. — At  present,  cases  of  abnormal  labour 
may  be  admitted  to  the  Mertli}T  Infirmary,  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary  or  Llwynypia  Hospital

Continued. 

(3)  Children. — There  is  no  Hospital  for  Children  ; 
they  are  admitted  usually  into  the  local  Cottage  Hospitals, 
or  the  large  general  ones. 

(4)  Orthopaedic. — Provision  is  made  for  Orthopaedic 
treatment  for  children  under  five  years  in  conjunction 
with  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council. 

(5)  Other. — There  are  no  other  Hospitals  in  the  District. 
No  institutional  provision  is  available  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  homeless  children,  except 
in  the  Merthyr  Poor  Law  Infirmary.

This  has  been  an  excellent  year  at  the  Clinic. 

(2)  Cefn  Hengoed  Clinic  : — 

This  Clinic  is  progressing  favourably. 

(3)  Pontlottyn  Clinic  : — 

An  excellent  Clinic  and  doing  good  work. 

(4)  Ystrad  Myhach  Clinic  : — 

The  attendances  are  good  and  increasing. 

(5)  Bedlinog  Clinic  : — 

Attendance  is  good  and  regular.  Owing  to  the  in- 
dustrial trouble  more  work  is  being  thrown  on  the  Clinic 
year  by  year. 

(6)  Trelewis  Clinic  : — 

The  attendance  is  still  increasing.

(10)  Fochriw  Clinic  : — 

The  attendance  is  much  increased.

A Clinic  which  has  a large  attendance  and  is  doing 
remarkably  good  work.

At  this  Clinic  the  attendances  are  increasing  greatly 
in  number.  At  the  29  Sessions  which  were  held  during 
the  year,  531  attendances  were  made,  and  of  these  160 
were  new  patients. 


ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC,  PONTLOTTYN. 

During  the  year  eleven  Sessions  of  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  were  held,  at  which  166  attendances  were  made, 
and  of  these,  68  were  new  cases. 


ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC,  YSTRAD  MYNACH. 

During  the  year,  eleven  Sessions  of  this  Clinic  were 
held,  at  which  130  attendances  were  made,  and  of  these, 
71  were  new  cases.

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Improving  the  Ante-Natal  Service. 

The  Council  now  have  three  Ante-Natal  Clinics  : — 
Bargoed,  held  three  times  a month,  and  Pontlottyn  and 
Ystrad  Mynach,  each  held  once  a month.  These  Clinics 
are  doing  excellent  work  and  the  condition  of  the  pros- 
pective mothers  has  improved  with  the  necessary  nourish- 
ment provided. 

Facilities  for  Adequate  Isolation  and  separate 
Nursing  of  Cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

Serious  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  are  sent,  usually 
by  the  private  practitioner,  to  the  Gellygaer  Hospital  if 
room  is  available,  t'o  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  or  Merthyr 
Infirmary. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — ^The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney 
Valley  Water  Board,  and  the  regular  analysis  taken  in 
the  district  shows  a uniformly  good  result. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— A number  of  individual 
houses  are  being  connected  to  the  new  Sewers  completed 
in  1929,  but  this  should  be  speeded  up. 

Rivers  and  Streams.— No  definite  action  was  taken 
to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 
The  control  of  the  rivers  and  streams  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Closet  Accommodation.— See  Sanitary  Inspector’s 

Report. 
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Scavenging. — The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  district 
is  mainly  in  the  hands  of  the  Authority,  and  is  much  im- 
proved. I hope  that  the  whole  of  the  area  will  be  thus 
collected. 

Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  was  necessary  during 
the  year  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  from  smoke  in 
the  area. 

Bugs. — A number  of  infested  premises  have  been 
disinfested  during  the  year,  under  the  supervision  of  this 
Department,  and  advice  given  and  materials  supplied  for 
disinfestation  in  other  cases.

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SURVEYOR  S REPORT  FOR  1938. 

During  the  year  1937  plans  of  four  houses  were  passed 
and  four  houses  were  completed. 

Private  Street  Works. — A commencement  was  made 
on  the  improvement  of  Private  Streets  under  the  1892 
Act,  St.  Ann’s  Street,  Bargoed,  and  part  of  Cefn  Road, 
Hengoed,  being  made  up  and  taken  over.  The  cost  (which 
is  borne  by  the  owners)  will  be  spread  over  a period  of 
seven  years  to  avoid  hardship. 

Snowfall. — A heavy  fall  of  snow  occurred  early  in  the 
year  (February,  26-27)  and  roads  were  blocked  in  some 
cases  for  several  days.  Tophill  Road  was  impassable 
for  about  half  a mile  and  a one  way  track  had  to  be  cut 
through  the  centre. 

Geliy gaer  Hill  Diversion. — A start  was  made  on  the 
road  diversion  at  Gellygaer.  The  house  refuse  is  being 
used  as  part  of  the  filling,  and  a large  quantity  will  be 
required.  This  part  of  the  work  will  be  spread  over  some 
three  years. 

Wine  Stores  Improvement. — The  long  discussed  widen- 
ing was  carried  out  at  the  end  of  Gilfach  Street,  Bargoed 
(Wine  Stores)  at  a cost  of  £218.  This  was  a Minor  Im- 
provement under  the  Ministry’s  classification  and  was 
carried  out  under  the  Council’s  Act  of  1935. 

Hospital  Extension. — The  hospital  was  completed  and 
opened. 

Swimming  Bath,  Bargoed. — ^The  Swimming  Bath  was 
opened  on  July  1st  with  temporary  dressing  sheds,  and  was 
kept  open  until  the  end  of  September.  The  total  number 
of  bathers  and  spectators  in  the  three  months  was  47,059, 
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nearly  all  in  Jaly  and  August.  The  weather  was  un- 
favourable in  September  and  the  attendance  fell  off  very 
badly.  The  supply  of  water  was  a difficulty  all  the  time 
this  being  partly  due  to  corrosion  in  the  mains.  A three- 
inch  pipe  and  meter  are  installed  and  it  was  expected  that 
the  bath  could  be  filled  in  a day,  but  in  practice  the  water 
can  only  be  spared  in  small  quantities  and  at  least  a week 
is  required.  On  one  occasion  in  the  hot  weather,  trouble 
was  experienced  from  the  growth  of  algae  in  the  water. 

Old  Market. — In  October,  a brief  but  fierce  fire  de- 
stroyed the  building,  chiefly  of  wood,  known  as  the  Old 
Market  at  Station  Road,  Bargoed.  Negotiations  were 
commenced  for  road  widening  on  part  of  the  site.
